| Cardan, though a man of real talent and 
industry, Was vain-glorious to excess. “| 
ne ata,” said he, “admired by many nations ; 
«0 infinite number of panygerica, both in 
prose and verse, have been composed to 
celebrate my fame. 1 was born to release 
the world trom the manifold errors under 
Which it groaned. What [have found out, 
could not he discovered either by my pi. 
| lecessors or my cotemporaries > and that i- 
the reason why those authors who waite 
worthy of being remembered 
| eruple het tu own that they ure indebted 
me for it. have composed book on 
he dialectic art, in whieh there is not one 
-uperthious letter, nor one deficient. tin. 
ished it in seven days, which seems a pro 
digy. Yet where is the person to be found 
who can boast of having become master ot 
its doctrines ina year( And he that shall 
wave comprehended it in that time, must 
appear to have been instructed by familiar 
demons.”

All his passions were under the 
strictest control, and he was ever deemed 
it Company as the only person who was :

tactured shells, coral reets, 
islands and banks, thr@ughout the oeean’s 
depth’s. The Florida reeis, Antilles, coust 
‘of Mexico, and nearly all Poivnesia, are 
taken from: the selid substances held in so- 
lution by the waters of the ocean. The 
formation of coral islands in the ocean is 
most singular, wondertul and curious. ‘The 
litde, busy, scientific, workmen employed 
‘im this species of architecture are so very 
minute, that it requires a powertul muicro- 
scope to show even the semblance of sour 
jot them, while others can be detected | by 
the naked eye. They are divided into sep- 
arate classes, and cach class is perfectly 
master of its business. We tind them not 
only practical workmen, but scicntific arch- 
|itects and chemists. Let any one who feels 
an interest in this subject, take up a few 
shells,—a single valve, or a double or triple 
valve—examine them closely, and he will 
tind the interior of the shell 1s composed o! 
lime mixed with a large proportion of soda, 
‘and as he approaches the exterior, it will be 
‘seen to be mixed with three snbstances— 
lime, soda and salt—that is, as hard as the 
most durable stone.

We bid adieu to the ‘old 
one gratefully ; though not without the re- 
collection of its disasters and reverses. We 
welcome the new one hopefully though 
wholly forgetting the disappoimtments that 
ever threaten all human plans j 

Three years ago and now—what a change! 
The year 1849 opened on the few of us then 


here far differently situated. The gold had 


been discovered. The tide of immigration 
had setin fromthe eoast north and south, 
and trom the Islands of the Pacitic We 
were then waiting to hear the first report in 
unsWer to our discoveries. What has act- 
ually transpired we then partially antici 
pated. But the half did not enter into our 
dreams. ‘The tuture history of the country 
was then a problem. The extent and per- 
maneityporour mineral wealth were yet 
unknown. The agricultural resources of 
our thousahd vallies were undiscovered be- 
neath the wild herds and the grazing flocks 
that fattened on the oats, and reposed unde: 
the shade of the gountain pine, the oak of 
ihe plain, or a and willow by 
the stream. We had then neither a Terei- 
tural nora State government. We had of 
eourse no weorporated city. We had no 
mail from any quarter af the globe. We 
had nota Post Office. Not a Protestant 
Church was then organized. One only Pro- 
testant service was held in allthe land. Not 
one school invited the few children here 
needing instruction, Nota stage then afford- 
ed the traveler a transit between one place 
and another. One oily whart—that half 
tinished, broken and unused, stretched out 
into deep water. Notan ocean or a river 
steamer had disturbed our waters. There 
were but few ships inthe principal harbor. 
Not one comfortable hotel invited a guest. 
Not a hospital was provided for the sick. 
There was not one hearse to carry the dead 
respectably to the grave. There was but one 
officiating Protestant clergyman, to give the 
dead a Christian burial. There were but few 
comfortable houses; there were many tents; 
there.were many sick, for whom there was 
scarcely a comfort; indeed there were 
scarcely comforts for the strong. There 
were no luxuries; there was rum in abun- 
dance. Such profanity wagseldom before 


heard. There was more gambling after- 


wards. Sabbath-breaking was almost uni- 
versal. Still there was no public disturt- 
ance, and life and property were more safe, 
than they have been at some periods since.

The Mines. 


The mining interests in California were 
probably never more promising than at_pre- 
sent, nor allordeal more encouraging pros- 
pects to the industrious miner. And theugh 
such great discoveries of placer gold as 
were found two years ago are not so ¢om- 
mon us then, still the happy. miner is often 
greeted now-a-days with a splendid disgov- 
ery. We have been reminded of thi¢ by 
the sight of a remarkable specimen of gold 
in ‘quartz rock now on exhibition in 
rooms ofthe Western World Institute. This 
is of peculiar character and interesting in 
its mineralogical features. It is a quartz 
boulder weighing thirty-five pounds, and 
contaiming piobubly ten or twelve pounds 
of gold which protrudes trom every part of 
the rock in thick sheets und spangles- The 
rock is a rough specimem containing inger- 
stices and projections, and is composed in 
part of chrystalized quartz with the geld 
plated and spangled within its solid chrys- 
talizations. It has the river worn appear-

prize was pxcked up by Mr. Lines of Pewp., 
between the suuth and middle forks of rhe 
Yuba river, high up in the ®ountains, utad 
only about twelve miles trom the sumimit-ot 
the Sierra Nevada. There must be a moun- 
tuin of quartz rock near where this was 
found. The recent rains are conferrigg 
immense advantages upon the miners. They 
have held off so long that the damming cogp- 
pames have had the full benefit of a long 
dry season, and now they come to furnish 
means for washing the gold from the inn 
mense piles of rich earth which have begin 
accumulating for a year and a half. sA 
friend just from the mines informs us that 
miners, now since the rains have set-in 
vigorously,are taking out feor ten to twenty 
dollars a day from gulch washings where 
there was no ineans of operating for a year 
past for want of water, and with the’ present 
prospects for an abundance of this element 
‘an astonishing amount of gold must be gath- 
ered this winter and the coming spring ; Yor 
everywhere over an immense extent, of 
country, the earth rich in fine gold, is threwn 
up and ready to be most expeditiously 
washed. In the next few months many will 
return to their former homes laden with,the 
rich returus of their honest and cheerful 
toil.

Time to Awake. 

We have been anxiously looking for bet- 
ter days. We have said that our State was 
young, and that for the present, we must ex- 
pect many irregularities in our affairs We 
had hoped that things would improve. And 
in some respects they have improved, and 
in some they have not. 

We hear murmurings and complaints.— 
We witness disorder and confusion. There 
is a want of confidence in character, among 
us. Place and station are prostituted to the 
vilest purposes, and remonstrance is pushed 
aside and hushed up, by combinations that 
“divide the spoil!” Now we assert that 
yood men, sober men and business men are 
responsible for a reform! 

Are they the few! What of that! Let 
them take the side of right, impartial justice, 
and declare that they never will abandon 
it. No matter with what odds they have to 
contend. No matter what difficulues there 
may be in the way. lt requires nothing but 
courage— genuine courage to do the work. 
ln this matter the old maxim is a literal 
truth: * Where there’s awit there’s a way.” 
And thereture we assert again that our so- 
ber citizens and business men are respousi- 
ble for a reform! ; 

(The tuct is not to be disguised that the 
question is vet to be settled which shall 
prevail among us, righteousness or sin, truth 
or corruption. Which shall rule—Satan, 
with all his self-confident, overbearing hosts, 
conscience-seared and fired to frenzy with 
aleohol,-looking down with insane contempt 
upon what they blasphemously call the 
nonsense and superstitions of religion,—curs- 
ing its name and its essence, or the gospel, 
and those who love and revere it. It is too 
lute to retire from its responsibility. We 
are on the ground. Divine Providence hus 
placed us here. Others are responsible for 
the right in other places, but here the issue 
is left to us to decide. 

If we are cowards, and turn our backs, 
and abandon the field, “then will deliver- 
ance urise from some other quarter,” but as 
long as we maintain the ground, the work 
is ours. 

And we futally deceive ourselves if we 
dream that the field is won, yielded without 
a struggle. We have yet hardly planted 
ourselves, We are taking our positions, and 
erecting our works, and well will it be for 
us, if we are mot taken by surprise, and 
forced to tight at disadvantage, like the Jews 
rearing the walls of Jerusalem with weap- 
ons in one hand and tools in the other. The 


rsword we wield is the word of God, and if 


pwe wield it to any purpose, wickedness and 
yiee will be disturbed. 

Weapons may be flourished in the air 

and excite only admiration and praise. No- 
body cares for the discharge of artillery, as 
long as it is far enough off, and aimed at 
random. But bring itto bear, well charged, 
directly upon some fortification of sin,— 
knock off the coverings and expose great 
men and rich men, and men claiming to be 
called Honorable men—expose their hy poc- 
risy, ther abominable corruption which 
they work in darkness greedily,and you will 
soon find that you are not doing battle with 
non-resistants ! 
_ Take the truth, and with it, pick off all 
the paying custOmers of those infamous 
yrog-shops that’stare you in the face at ev- 
ery corner,—re-cnact the law of common 
sense in every mans heart, and thus rescue 
him from the clutches of the gambler ; lock 
the door of infamy and whip home the fools 
that seek jt with the scourge of shame, and 
that day “all Ephesus will be in an uproar!” 
Certain men will discover that their “ crafts 
ure in danger,’ and they will rush into the 
erowd, crying, “Great is Diana of the Ephe- 
signs!” 

The enemy ot all good is not asleep, nor 
ure his sentinels, stationed all about us, 
asleep! But some would ask, why do we 
not see more demonstrations of hostility to 
the truth ‘ For the best reason in the world. 
Truth and yirtue have hitherto interposed 
no‘very marked opposition to the rule of 
wickedness and vice. We have not had 
enough of jocal interest. We have been a 
community of men—our bodies and business 
her, but our hearts ‘tnd attachments far 
away. Consequently We were but half a 
people, and the poorer half at that. Never- 
thejess something of good has been done; 
some of the worst vices begin to be pushed 
a little one side, out of sight; public senti- 
ment begins to demand a higher tone of 
morality than formerly. 

But notwithstanding all the good that has 
been done, things have come to a miserable 
pass. A more combined, energetic and ag- 
greasive iavement must be made on immo- 
ralities, vice and public corruption. Men 
that can be bought and sold must find their 
names crossed from our votes. More than 
that, against their elevation to office every 
possible effort must be made. 

Soundness of character must be an indis- 
pensable qualification for office. A rotten 
and corrupt character must be hurled from 
every plage of trust, though surrounded 
by a body-guard of villains and despara-

With it, there are strong- 
minded, virtuous men enough in our com 
munity, if combined together, to decide the 
question of reform and progress in all that 
is good. 


Eaucation—The State. 


In our theory of government, it is a first 
principle, that, the end of government is the 
good of the governed. For this, whatever 
the State may do legitimately, it is bound 
to do cheerfully. 

Next to the preservation of order and the 
protection of right, is the duty of Education. 


is entitled. It is subordinate to nothing else. 
The public welfare is greatly concerned 
with it; hangs vitally upon it. No right- 
thinking, fair-minded man, will try to push 
it aside, or thrust it intoacorner. Yet, with- 
outa moment's reflection, some men—public 
men too—will give it the go-by, or treat il 
us a thing of naught. 

We have been pained, of late, to hear that 
aman, of some standing and influence, has 
denied the obligation of the State to provide 
schools for all, and treated the whole matter 
with a very flippant sneer, He was from a 
State which has no well-ordered Common 
School system, and therefore his ignorance 


the rising generation may mitigate his fault. 
But it was a shame to him not to have been 
better informed, or to have judged so weak- 
ly. There was scarcely arman who heard 
hin that did not think the less of him for 
such an avowal. 

We fear there are some in our new Legis. 
lature, whose sympathies, or want of symp- 
athy, are with this man’s. We hope they 
are but few, and that those few will be 
charmed into silence. Chosen to see to it, 
that the “ Republic suffers no damage,” let 
them not, by standing in the way of a 
thorough-going School-system, proceed to 
inflict the very damage they should guard 
against. In taking a position against State- 
education, they will surely oppose the high- 
est interests and happiness of the whole 
people. And, whatever pride of opinion 
they may have in the matter, we are sure 
their constituents will never be very proud 
of them. 

We are not about to urge the duty of the 
State to educate her offspring. This is gen- 
erally, acknowledged. This we assume. 
We assume it in its broadest meaning. We 
believe in State-education, free to all. But 
we do not restrict the term “ education” as 
some men do. Ohe is not educated whose 
mind is simply stored with faets—whose in- 
tellect is trained, By education we mean, 
the harmonious development of-all the hu- 
man faculties, physical, intellectual, and 
moral. Physical, we say, because a weak, 
sickly, diseased body, a shattered nervous 
system, defective organs, affeet both mind 
and character ; intellectual, because upon 
the drawing out of them, and the furnishing 
of them with food for thought and action, 
the growth and vigor of manhood largely 
depend : moral, because in them reside the 
growing powers, the moulding influences of 
charactér, and they originate whatever is 
noble, pure, and beautiful in life. 

In respect to the importance of these three 
parts of training, the order is properly re- 
versed. Moral training is before any other, 
by as much as character is higher than 
knowledge, or the love of well-doing supe- 
rior to the power of thinking. And the State 
can no more neglect to’ secure the moral 
cultivation of her offspring and be guiltless, 
than she can neglect either the other forms 
of training and be so. It has often been a 
fault of State-schools that they have trained 
the intellect too exclusively. But there is a 
remedy for this which we ought to dpply. 
\No man is educated till he can master and 
control himself; making the physical and 
intellectual bowers obedient to a command- 
ling’ will, and that will itself subject to the 
Right. Till the State has furnished her 
children opportunities for being so cduca- 
ted, her duty has not been faithfully per- 
formed. Much less has the course dictated 
by good policy been followed out. Her duty
